SILVER  LAKE  - As  the  Silver  Lake  Reservoir  Complex  Bypass  project  nears 
completion,  part  of  the  last  phase  is  landscaping  and  planting  trees  that  were 
removed  for  the  construction  of  the  bypass  line.  LADWP  is  replacing  the  seven  trees 
that  were  removed  for  construction  with  14  new  Australian  Willow  trees.  The  trees 
will  be  planted  along  W.  Silver  Lake  Drive,  South  of  Tesla.  During  the  installation  of 
the  14  trees,  the  walking  path  will  be  temporarily  detoured  to  the  opposite  side  of  the 
street.  For  safety,  the  contractor  will  flag  traffic  around  planting  operations  as  they 
move  from  tree  to  tree.

FAQ:  ABANDONED  PROPERTY  AND 
ENCAMPMENTS 


CITY  HALL  - Homelessness,  and  the  lack  of  access  to  services  and  affordable 
housing,  is  the  most  important  issue  facing  our  city.  Los  Angeles  is  the  most 
unaffordable  housing  market  in  the  country,  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  nearly 
28,000  homeless  people  living  on  the  streets. 

Mitch  has  worked  to  combat  homelessness  using  a three-pronged  approach: 
Protecting  tenants  and  preserving  our  rent  stabilized  units;  Working  to  increase  our 


supply  of  affordable  housing;  and  providing  access  to  services  and  permanent 
supportive  housing.
